Wash­ 
ington, Jan. 31, 1910.—Sir: The deep­ 
est interest of this genera ion lies in 
the control of 
its 
dominant 
com­ 
mercial forces. The issue is moral, 
inv jiving deeply our American ideal 
of equal opportunity under the law 
It is financial, and on its outcome 
depends the ultima e stability of our 
bu.-:iness system. 
The corporation has 
become the 
accepted 
machinery 
for 
handling 
these forces. It is the artificial crea­ 
ture of the community. We have giv­ 
en :t great powers and -exemptions 
no 
permitted to the individual. We 
have made it effective. We have like­ 
wise made it capable cf sinister mis- 
| use. 
The corporation has concentrated 
enormous commercial power in 
he 
hands of a few men. At the same 
time it has lessended their person­ 
al responsibility for the proper use 
of tha: power.

they can not now be heard to object 
to a centralized control wh'ch they 
themselves 
have 
made 
necessary. 
They have mhde their businesses tru ­ 
ly governmental in their effects on 
the people. They can not now deny

the

therein. 
As guardian of the Nation's wel­ 
fare the government must see to it 
that the ordinary standards of right 
and fairness, which restrain our in­ 
dividual citizens, shall also be applied 
to our grea: modern businesses.

St. Louis. Mo., Feb. IO.—Temporary 
in june. ions were formally issued yes­ 
terday in the United States c rcuit 
court against the State of Oklahoma 
and the Oklahoma Corporation Com­ 
mission, restraining them from fur­ 
ther enforcement of the 2c passeng­ 
er fare and certain freight rates. The 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, .he Atch 
json, Tobeka and Texas, the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe railro ad 
gave bond for $250,000 each and the 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe for $50- 
000 to protect passengers if it is 
ultimately determined that the high­ 
er ra es should not be continued. The 
orders followed an opinion delivered 
by Judge Hook, in which he held 
the evidence showed that by the pres­ 
ent rates in Oklahoma the railroads 
were not earning a fair income on 
their investment. 


Judge Hook held that in determin­ 
ing the earning power of a railroad 
doing an interstate and local busi­ 
ness, there is a tendency to deny 
thait outstanding bonds and stocks are 
evidences of value. 
'He said these 
must be taken into account in as­ 
certaining the value wi hin any state. 
In hts opinion, Judge Hook said: 
“The number of ton* hauled one 
mile has no bearing on the value of 
property save as revenue 
is 
pro­ 
duced. 
Passengers 
are 
not hauled 
by weight and the passenger and the 
ton mile can not be reduced to a 
common term. The earnings in tile 
stale can only fairly be determined 
upon a mileage basis.** 
Upon the 
mileage 
basis, 
Judge 
Hook found the earnings of the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas and Texas in Oklaho­ 
ma was 5 1-3 per cent and that of 
the Santa Fe System was 3 1-2 per 
cent. This, he said, was not a fair 
earning. The State of Oklahoma will 
appeal.

Atoka, Ok., Feb. IO.—Several years 
ago in the federal court, C. W. Green 
was tried o na charge of murder, 
convicted and sentenced to impris­ 
onment for life. A few days ago the 
criminal court of appeals reversed 
and remanded the decision. A com­ 
promise has been effected in which ?t 
was agreed that he should rema n 
in the penitentiary or a period of 
five years longer. As he has already 
served 
five years, his impisonm*u t 
will be cut to ten years insiead of 
life. 


SEED CORN TOO HIGH. 
Guthrie, Ok., Feb. IO.—There are 
complaints by members of the State 
Corn Growers* association, which has 
placed the price of seed corn a. $3 
per bushel. They say that there will 
not be enough seed corn to warrant 
such a high price, as many farmers 
were unsuccessful last year on ac­ 
count of the drouth, which almost 
ruined the crop, and fearing a repe­ 
tition of this have decided to plant 
other crops.
